These editions, 
containing full and accurate accounts 
of the fire, arrived here this morning

The effect of the immense loss on 
the insurance companies is a matter 
of speculation, and fears are expressed 
that some of the smaller enterprises 
may be forced to the wall.

The whole civilized world must per- 
force regret very deeply the bringing 
of this conflict, which promises to be 
prolonged and sanguinary. The out- 
come is doubtful. Both the Russians 


and the Japanese are fierce fighters, 


and neither side will be inclined to 
give up until driven into “the last 
ditch.” The war may therefore be 
prolonged for years, without either 
side’s having gained anything like 
decisive victory. The suffering and 
loss which will result from the con- 
flict are appalling to contemplate. But 
this is the way of war, and it has been 
so from the beginnings of history. 

As is usual when two nations go to 
war, each of the belligerents: in the 
present case is seeking to lay upon 
the other the onus of the controversy. 
In a measure both are to blame—as is 
also usually the case. The greater 
burden of blame, looking at the situa- 
tion dispassionately, appears to be 
upon Russia. If Russian aggression 
in Manchuria had not been carried to 
the point of conquest, the casus belli 
would not have arisen. Russia’s whole 
treatment of the Manchurian question 
has been characterized by duplicity, 
falsehood, deception and broken prom- 
ises. Several times the Russian gov- 
ernment set the date for the evacua- 
tion of Manchuria, but when the time 
came for the fulfillment of the prom- 
ises made, some plausible excuse was 
put forward for delay. Japan may 
have acted somewhat precipitately in 
forcing the issue upon which the im- 
pending conflict hinges, Wut she can 
hardly be blamed, under the circum- 
stances, for Russia has recently 
given unmistakable evidence that 
she does not intend to evacuate Man- 
churia, and that she never had any 
intention of doing so. 

That any of the western nations 
will be drawn into the Russo-Japan- 
ese conflict seems improbable from 
the present outlook. The very grav- 
ity of the consequences of such a 
complication will serve as a deterrent 
influence. But when the hideous 
“dogs of war” have once been un- 
loosed, there is no telling where the 
terrible and inhuman work will end. 
There is yet a faint hope that some- 
thing y happen to prevent the bit- 
ter con that seems inevitable. Civ- 
ilization would be the gainer if this 
forlorn hope should be realized.

MASON OPERAHOUSE. “The Old 
Homestead,” although it has been be- 
fore the public for about a score of 
years, more or less, has the same at- 
traction for all classes of theater- 
goers today as it had years and years 
ago.

THINGS YOU 


OUGHT TO KNOW.

The Gulf Stream plods along at 
varying degrees of speed, owing to 
weather and tide conditions, averaging 
two and one-half miles an hour. 

Mexico’s Congress is composed of 
Senators elected for four years, and 
Representatives elected for two years. 
They all draw $3000 a year. There 
are two yearly sessions and a com- 
mittee of both Houses sits during 
the recesses. 

Where the elephant is mostly used 
for transportation, the natives call 
an “elephant load” two tons, which 
may be termed their relative value 
of a horse power. 

In gathering statistics it has been 
shown that in the States in which 
brewing has much grown, there are 
fewer homicides than there were be- 
fore beer became the popular bever- 
age. It is supposed that a great 
many whisky drinkers become under 
that condition beer drinkers and that 
the latter beverage does not conduce 
to mfirderous notions as much as does 
the former. 

The roar of the lion is the loudest 
noise made a living thing. Next in 
the line of noises is the hyena, then 
the screech owl, the panther and the 
jackal.

Of fifteen hundred and thirty cities 
and towns in the United States of 
more than 3000 inhabitants 1475 have 
waterworks, 1471 electric lights, 1466 
telephone services, 1096 sewers for 
houschold waste, 981 gas works, 928 
street railways, Key West, Fla., is the 
largest city in the United States 
which reports no waterworks. Nearly 
20,000 people there draw water from 
wells, cisterns, etc. 

It is estimated that there are 29, 
000,000 more or less active church 
members in this country. Catholics, of 
course, predominate in numbers over 
any one other sect. The Methodists 
have 5,500,000, Presbyterians, 1,600,- 
000, Episcopalians, 773,000, Congrega- 
tionalists, 653,000. The Unitarians 
have but 73,000. 

The era of great endowments is 
surely upon us. Colleges, churches, 
and parks and museums are getting 
money in chunks of four and six to 
10,000,000 dollars from men like 
Rockefeller, Carnegie, Field, Gordon- 
McKay. | 

Our religion comes high. Not the 
building of churches but the mere 
maintenance of all the churches in 
America costs us annually some $260,- 
000,000. Besides this we pay out 
something like $75,000,000 into foreign 
and other missions and church work 
of greater or less practical utility. 
Without any irreverence or disparage- 
ment may it not be suggested that a 
very great part of this vast sum could 
be diverted into ot channels of 
greater moral and hu benefit? 

Our exports to Russia this last year 
amounted to over $17,000,000, §10,- 
000,000 more than the year before and 
our exports to Japan amounted to $21,- 
000,000, a decline of about $1,000,000 
from the year prior. From a selfish 
point of view, trouble between these 
two countries would greatly benefit 
our commerce. ‘ 

In Chicago during the six winter 
months it is estimated that deaths 
from pneumonia will reach 2100, and 
those from consumption, 1300. The 
increase in the deaths from pneumonia 
in that city is something appalling. 
Our German immigrants rank high 

every way, ve thousand, eight 
hundred and eighty-two of them land- 
ed in New York one month last year 
they brought $260,000 with them and 
only 103 were illiterate.” The sa.ne 
month nearly 10,000 Italians landed, 
and they had but $110,000 and 3710 of 
them were illiterate. 


The world’s product of coal was 
700,000,000 tons last year, and there 
are 2,000,000 men engaged in the coal 
business. 

Over $3,000,000 has been robbed 
from banks, mercantile houses and 
so on, during the past year and de- 
falcations and embezzlements, amount- 
ing to $6,600,000, were committed in 
this country. 

California will this year ship to 
Eastern markets some 11,000,000 boxes 
of oranges, or about 30,000 carloads.

TUCSON (Aris.) Feb. F. W. Hoar 
has resigned as superintendent of the 
Old Dominion Company's mines and 
works at Globe, and has been succeeded 
by Dr. L. D. Ricketts, who will have 
charge of the merged properties of the 
Od Deminion and United Globe Mines 
eompanies. Dr, Ricketts has for years 
been assistant to Dr. James Douglas, 
gencral manager of the Phelps-Dodge 
Company, to which the United Globe, 
Detroit and Copper Queen companies 
are subordinate. 

Great improvements are in progress 
around the Old Dominien. All the ma- 
chinery for the new smelter and power- 
house is on hand, and is being placeu 
with the ald of a new electric crane. 
A battery of converters, for the purifi- 
cation of the sulphurous matte, is de- 
ing placed. These are the first con- 
verters ever brought into the district, 
the greater part of the ores being free 
oxide and carbonate in character, A 
new air compressor of large capacity 
is in successful operation at the shaft 
head.

A Short Catechism as to the Trouble 
Between Russia and Japan Now 

Useful. 

_{Kansas City Times:] What 1s the 

trouble in the Far East? 

Japan is trying to keep Russia out 
of Korea. 

What is Korea and where it is situ- 
ated? 

Korea is an autocracy under Jap- 
anese influence, about as large as Kan- 
sas with a population estimated at be- 
tween 8,000,000 and 16,000,000. The em- 
pire occupies a peninsula just south 
of Siberia, jutting into the Pacific 
Ocean between the Yellow Sea and the 
Sea of Japan, and reaching within less 
than 100 miles of the southern end of 
Japan. 

Is Korea a rich country? 

Not especially. It is purely agri- 
cultural land and the methods of culti- 
vation are prifhitive. A few gold mines 
are operated and there are supposed to 
be deposits of copper, iron and coal. 
‘ Why, then, does Russia want Korea? 

Chiefly becausé¢ of its position, Korea 
is an extension of Manchuria, which 
practically belongs to Russia. In the 
natural development of contiguous 
territory Russian merchants have 
crossed the boundary into Korea and 
Russian interests accumulating there 
under the weak native government 
naturally look to the Czar for pro- 
tection. 

+ Why is Korea of strategic value to 
Russia? 

For two reasons. First, Russian ves- 
sels must make a long detour around 
Korea to pass from. Vladivostok, Sibe- 
ria, to Port Arthur, the Russian har- 
bor in Manchuria. In this journey they 
must traverse a narrow strait between 
Korea and a Japanese island, com- 
parable to Gibraitar. To insure free 
passage Russia seeks to control the end 
of the Korean peninsula. Second, when 
Russia begins its anticipated absorp- 
tion of China it would be inconveni- 
enced K a hostile power should have a 
military base on the northeastern cpast 
of Asia. Therefore it desires to annex 
Korea. |

Mother ‘Attempts to Drown 


Self and Children. 
Takes Naked Little Ones Into 
Surf at San Pedro. 
Lives Here, is Brought Back, 


and Tells Fairy Story. 


Made despondent by poverty and the 
‘Struggle against it Mrs. Hannah Martin 
of No. 1257 Birch street, yesterday tried 
to drown herself and her four children 
in the ocean off “Crawfish George's 
Cave,“ a secluded spot - near the San 
Pedro outer breakwater. 

Naked, with her unclothed babe of 2 
years in her arms, and her naked nine- 
year-old girl Lena at her side, Mrs. 
Martin walked deliberately into the 
breakers, constantly imploring the oth- 
er two half-clothed children to follow 
her, submerged the baby and would 
have ended three lives had she not 
been dragged from the water by res- 
cuers. 

She viciously fought those who saved 
her, tried to regain her liberty and 
take her children again Into the ocean, 
and struggied to prevent willing hands 
from placing clothes upon herself and 
her children. She was finally subdued, 
became calm, and after receiving food 
and a g2nerous purse, contributed by 
spectators of tragic scene, she was 
sent back to this city last night. 

‘ACT CAREFULLY PLANNED. 

Sunday afternoon Mrs. Martin sent 
her oldest child, Elmer, to the home 
of her sister, Mrs. Alexander Pierce, 
No. 1356 Myrtle avenue, to ask for $10. 
Mr. and Mrs. Pierce need all the money 
they can earn, but they sent $5. About 
3:30 o’clock the same afternoon,. Mrs. 
Martin, carrying a satchel and ac- 
companied by her four children, each 
of whom was Well dressed, neighbors 
say, left the house. 

The children are Elmer, aged 13, 
Lena, aged 9 years, Ludwig, aged 4 
years, and baby Emma, aged about 2 
years. The party went to Long Beach, 
walked to Terminal and spent the night 
in one of the large lumber yards there. 
Yesterday the little family went to 
San Pedro, and Mrs. Martin sought 
work, appearing to be entirely rational. 
She failed to find employment, and 
finally, with her little ones tramped 
up the beach about a mile and stop- 
ped at “Crawfish George's Cave.“ 

The mother then undressed her baby 
and little Lena, and removed her own 
clothes. She tried to induce the boys 
to take off their clothes, but they did 
so in part only.

The family was 
brought back to this city last night.

She told the officers she had been 
promised work at Terminal Island, On 
going there, she said, one of the chil- 
dren became ill, and it took sto much 
of the mother’s time to care for the 
little one that she was unable to do 
her work and 80 lost her position.

DROP THEIR SCHEME.

Water Problem Settled for Them. 
Action of City Council and Water 
card Renders Movement Un- 
necessary—Agitators Still at it. 


With the approval yesterday by the 
City Council of the contract agreed 
upon between the Board of Water 
Commissioners and the West Side Wa- 
ter Company, for the purchase of the 
major portion of the water system of 
the latter, the Cahuenga annexation 
scheme seems to have gone a-glimmer- 
ing 


In giving their approval to the plan 
yesterday the City Council at the same 
time authorized the City Attorney to 
at once prepare a call for a special 
election to authorize the issuance of 
bonds to cover the purchase price of 

The principal motive of the annex- 
ationists was to get into the city so 
that they would be able to secure wa- 
ter for domestic use, inasmuch as the 
suit of the city to condemn the water 
in the San Fernando Valley and the 
announcement that all consumers out- 
side the city limits would be shut off, 
as required by the city ordinance, 
promised to leave them in a bad pred- 
icament. 

The decision to purchase that part 
of the West Side system lying within 
the city, together with the head-works 
in the San Fernando Valley, would 
seem to some persons to place the Ca- 
huengaites in quite as bad a position, 
but the atmosphere was entirely cléared 
as to that difficulty yesterday by the 
adoption of a resolution by the Water 
Board. The board pledged itseif to ac- 
cept water from the West Jefferson- 
street pumping plant of the West Side 
Water Company, in exchange for wa- 
ter to be turned by the city into the 


| Franklin-avenue reservoir of the latter 


company, tuts exchange to mean any 
quantity up to 2,000,000 gallons’ per 


is agreement removes the chief 
incentive for annexation, according tuo 
the prevailing opinion among th in- 
terested in the territory. 

There are those, however, who still 
persist in their determination to force 
the annexation fight; but they have 
lost ground through the move ot the 
water managers who have thus élim- 
nated trom the issue the possibility 
of leaving the people without water. 

City Attorney Matthews said yester- 
day that in his opinion the annexa- 
tion scheme would now drop entirely 
out of sight, as there seemed no longer 
to be any reason for pursuing it. 

Ex-Mayor Fred Eaton said: 
a most inopportune time for the an- 
nexationists to press théir claim to be- 
come a part of the city, and now that 
they are assured an abundant water 
supply, it is not likely that they will 
care to come in. After a few years 
their chances will be much better than 
they are today, and strong interest 
which would oppose them now will not 
do so later on.“ 

In spite of the prevailing opinion 
that the annexionists will now lie 
dawn and possess their souls in peace, 
such is not necessarily the case, ds’ 
some of them are still keen on the 
scent, and no later than yesterday 
they solicited signers to their peti- 
tion, having even approached City 
Councilmen and pressed them to add 
their names to the call for an election 
upon the question of annexation. 

At the meeting of the Water Board 
yesterday, Alex S. Culver and Frank R. 
Strong offered to sell to the city, for 
$6000, thirty acres at the northwest 
corner of the city, flanking Deloraine 
avenue on both sides, as a suitable site 
for a reservoir, supplying the section 
covered by the West Side Water Com- 
pany. .The offer was referred to the 
superintendent for report. Somebody 
remarked that it might be a very 
good piece of ground, but that it did 
not contain a reservoir site. The 
proposition does not seem to be re- 
garded seriously by the authorities. 


The Immigration Plague. 


We are admitting annually an immi- 
gration which equals in numbers the 
population of a great city, wholly un- 
sifted, in* great measure ignorant, in 
great measure Asiatic, and drawn 
largely from the lowest and most back. 

This un- 
restricted immigration. if not soon re- 
strained, will before long affect funda. 
mentally the quality of our citizenship.

towns a mass of unfit voters, many of 
whom obtain the great privilege of 
American citizenship by fraud, have no 
sense cf the value of that privilege, and 
become the tog of the worst and most 
dangerous political managers.

CITY ATTORNEY OF WHITTIER 
DECLARES NO PERSECUTION. 


—— — 


Corporation Counsel Makes State - 
ment indicating that There Was no 
Snap Judgment and that City 
Gave Abundant Notice of intended 
Action. 


WHITTIER, Feb. 8.—On the ground 
that the city’s revenues from the busi- 
ness licenses should not be held up in- 
definitely, and for other reasons, an of- 
ficer of the municipality holds that F. 
A. Jackson, the liveryman in jail here,’ 
has been fairiy treated by the 
municipality. Jackson is serving a

“There was no agreement between 
me and the attorneys for Mr. Jack~- 
son to postpone action on the case un- 
til the April term of the Supreme Court 
in Los Angeles,” said City Attorney 
George H. Woodruff today. “I have 
not recently kad any conversation 
at all with Mr. Owens, one of Jack- 
son's attorneys. About two weeks ago 
Everett Cooper, the other attorney for 
me to c nent to 


edation, but did not believe the con- 
tluance ought to be granted. A week 
later Mr. Cooper came to me-again and 
I told him I wou. decline to consent 
to the delay asked. I explained my 
position in making the refusal by say- 
ing that the case had been pending 
for a long while and that the best in- 
teresta of the city demanded that we 
should consent to no such delay. 
“When Mr. Jackson refused to 
his license last Year I told him that

MONROVIA. 
PREACHER DIES IN CHURCH. 
MONROVIA, Feb. &—Rev. H. M. 
Spilier, the pastor of the Duarte Afri- 


can Methodist Church, died suddenly 


at the colored church in Monrovia last 
evening. A series of revival meetings 
is being held in the church, and Sun- 
day evening the little house of worship 
was packed to the doors, many white 
people being present, largely out of 
curiosity. Rev. Spiller came over from 
Duarte to assist the pastor, Rev. Hun- 
ter, and had just sat down after speak- 
ing.
